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DETAILED ACTION 


Specification 


1. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities; same 
reference number, different parts: "arm 60" (page 6, line 16) and "assay 60" (page 6, 
line 18). Appropriate correction is required. 


2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. The phrase "at least about" on line 1 is vague and indefinite 
for "at least" and "about" have different limitations. 


4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 1-8 and 12-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable

over Guard (4,102,513) in view of Cedillo (5,868,334). 
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Guard discloses (figures 1 & 3) a skid wrap roller for holding a spool of wrap 
comprising: a sleeve 22; a plug 21; a plate 31; and they all disposed on the shaft 17. 
furthermore, Guard discloses grip 12; spool of wrap 25; stopper 37; and tensioner 34 
disposed adjacent to the plate. 

Guard discloses the claimed invention except for a pole. Cedillo discloses a 
dispensing roller that has a pole 66 that is at least 60 inches (figure 6) as an extension 
device for reaching higher elevation. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art, at 
the time applicant's invention was made, to modify Guard's skid wrap roller apparatus 
applying the extension pole taught by Cedillo for providing a safer and more efficient 
operation. The modification can be made by extending the Guard's shaft 17, in the 
direction away from stopper 37, into a pole 66 as taught by Cedillo extension device. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 9-11,15 and 1 6 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
